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‘Other resolutions pledged the nations to 
strengthen internal security against Commu- 
nism, to fight inflation, to promote development 
of raw materials for defense and to improve 
living standards as a basis of security. The 
United States has promised loans and long-term 
buying contracts to assist this program. 

It would have been unrealistic tp expect all’ 
21 nations to bind themselves completely to a 
common cause, and our State Department could 
hardly have expected so much. Diplomacy went 
as far as it could in unifying a score of republics 
with different resources, different forms of gov- 
ernment and different ideologies. What the 
republics do will vary accordingly. 

As to troops, Brazil was able in the last war 
to send a strong expedition to Italy. Little 
Gitemala protested, with reason, that she 
could not send troops elsewhere, having few 
enough to protect herself. Argentina represents 
a nation strong enough to contribute to hemi- 
spheric defense but unwilling to do so, and mer- 
its little military aid from anybody else. 

As to internal security, the Latin American 
states generally need to tighten regulations 
against subversive activities. This need may 
exist least in some of the dictatorships, such as 
Peru, where Communism has been crushed. 
Communism is more active in more democratic 
states where civil liberties exist. The problem 
of controlling Communism there is exactly that 
of the United States, which has to balance 


‘national security against individual freedom. 


As to economics, the states which can con- 
tribute most to inter-American defense, and 


hence merit American aid, actually need s- 


sistance less than some others with much lower 
living standards. 

Finally, there is the difference of govern- 
mental attitudes, and Argentina again offers a 
special example. That nation should be the 
bulwark of a freer South America, but instead 
is putting itself in chains. It would be imprac- 
tical to help a government fight for freedom 
when it does not recognize the word. 

The task left for the United States by the 
Washington conference is to provide economic 
and military leadership in building hemispheric 
defenses. This requires a careful measurement, 
first of what help each republic is able to pro- 
vide—and then of whether it wants to provide 
any. 


The House Balks 

What will be included in the universal mili- 
tary training and draft extension bill when it 
finally gets through the House and a Senate- 
House conference is extremely uncertain. The 
House apparently is being swept along by some 
confused and confusing arguments. Republican 
Leader Martin, for example, contended that if 
Chiang Kai-shek’s troops were armed properly 
and turned loose against the Chinese mainland, 
there would be no need to draft 18-year-old 
Americans. f 

Representative Martin completely misrepre- 
sents the case for drafting 18-year-olds. 

The most compelling reason for drafting 18- 
year-olds is to begin now a program of universal 
military training and service with young men at 
the age at which their lives, whether in busi- 
ness, industry, farms or colleges, are least likely 
to Be interfered with. At 17, many young men 
are still in high school. At 19, most have begun 
jobs or college. 

Eighteen is the best age available, not so 
much to fight in the Orient now, as to give 
young men military training so that they can 
return to civilian life when it is completed and 
be ready to take up arms in earnest if a full- 
scale war comes. 

Congress should set itself the goal of estab- 
lishing a program which provides adequately for 
the long-term defense of the nation while avoid- 
ing as many inequities as possible. The nation’s 
welfare requires, as well as strong armed forces 
in being and in reserve, college-trained men for 
civilian and military leadership. The demands 
of justice require that every young man who is 
physically able should bear equally the respon- 
sibility for service. Those apparently conflicting 
requirements can be reconciled through univer- 

sal military training.

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Color in the High Court 


Color television is up for review by the Su- 
preme Court, with the Justices debating as to 
who knows least about the problem. Justice 
Jackson asked perturbedly if the court had to 
decide technical matters. When Justice Frank- 
furter said, “Nobody knows less about it than I 
do,” Mr. Jackson replied, “I dissent to that 
statement.” 

Hence a decision on color is probably weeks 
away.

What is to be done about Gen. MacArthur? 

Two weeks ago it was reliably reported that 
the General had been ordéred to clear with 
Washington any future pronouficements carry- 
ing political significance. This was just after he 
had issued a Korean “peace offer” which car- 
ried political significance because it squght to 
define the terms on which a truce would be 
accepted, and indirectly threatened an attack on 
China if the war should continue. 

If Gen. MacArthur was ordered then to stop 
acting like a sovereign power, there is no evi- 
dence that he is ready to obey. 

In a letter to Representative Joseph Martin, 
he ihferentially complains because his views are 
not being followed by his superiors, and infer- 
entially calls for the use of Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Formosan troops in an expanded Asian war. 


Tue letter was written before he issued the 


“peace offer” which raised the last row. But if 
the General had really wished to swear off car 
rying his disagreement with his superiors into 
the arena of public debate, he could have seen 
to it that the letter was not published. 

The Martin letter is part of a pattern. Only 
this week, Gen. MacArthur gave an interview to 
a British correspondent in which he called for 
the United Nations to “take the wraps off” his 
command—i.e., permit a sea blockade and air 
bombardment of China. On Friday he gave an 
interview to two United States Representatives 
—one of them O. K. Armstrong of Missouri 
who promptly gave out press interviews calling 
for air bombardment of China. 

Is it not abundantly clear that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur is deliberately applying political and 
public pressure upon his superiors in order to 
gain acceptance of views which he has had full 
Opportunity to present in private? 

This is conduct which Gen, MacArthur would 
not tolerate in a subordinate of his own. . Presi- 
dent Truman cannot afford to tolerate it in his 
subordinate, Gen. MacArthur. 
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The (Slightly Rusty) Knight Errant 

For purposes of shattering illusions, we com- 
mend to admirers of Sir Walter Scott and Al.

If we were to discover that this was 
the genesis of the can opener, we wouldn't be at 
all surprised. 
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FCC, Not FBI 

FCC Chairman Wayne Coy made a logical 
case before the Kefauver Committee against use 
of his agency to enforce anti-gambling laws. 
Such federal laws may be needed, but the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission was not in- 
tended and is not equipped for police work. 

Mr. Coy testified on a tentative plan to make 
it unlawful for anyone to be “primarily engaged” 
in transmitting race news over interstate com- 
munications facilities, without getting a license 
from the FCC. 

An immediate problem is how the FCC could 
effectively distinguish ‘between those engaged 
“primarily” in racing news transmission and 
those only secondarily engaged in it. Then the 
question is whether the FCC should be saddled 
with such decisions. 

The Commission is an administrative body, 
not a court or law enforcement agency. Mr. 
Coy contends the committee plan would make 
enforcement a matter of administrative interpre- 
tation, imposing a staggering burden.” 

Senator Kefauver told Mr. Coy that he had 


overstated the case. The committee chairman 


said it was intended that the Department of 
Justice would enforce the law, leaving the FCC 
to deal only with licensing groups whose busi- 
ness was well known. 

If that is so, the Kefauver Committee will 
have to translate its intentions into the most 
careful language. The committee ought to spell 
out the kind of gambling information to be pro- 
hibited, as well as the job of enforcement. The 
FCC should not have to take on any aspects of 
the FBI.

What Is Farm “Parity”?

Is the word “parity” something that city 
people should know about? . 

It is, definitely. Parity“ is the magie 
word that determines the level at which 
ceilings can go on prices of most farm 
products, and these farm prices play a 
big part in costs of food and clothing. 

As long as farm products are selling be- 
low parity, their prices cannot be frozen 
or rolled back. Many food prices thus can 
rise before controls can check them, 

What, then, is parity? 

Parity, in simplest terms, is the level of 
price of a product that will assure the 
farmer the same purchasing power in the 
exchange of that product for goods he 
needs to buy that he could have enjoyed 
back in 1910-14. 

Parity for a bushel of wheat, for ex- 
ample, is fixed at a level designed to give 
the grower the same return in shoes and 
work clothes and other things that enter 
into his cost of living that it returned 
about 40 years ago. Right now, the parity 
price for wheat is $2.36 a bushel. 

Is this parity concept something new? 

No. Parity has been the goal of farm 
planners and farm organizations even 
since early New Deal days. Except dur- 
ing World War II and in the present pe- 
riod, however, parity has been an elusive 
thing. Farmers usually received only an 
average of about 85 per cent of what they 
came to regard as “parity.” 

Why this insistence on so-called parity? 

Many farmers have an impression that 
big industries have power in themselves 
to make prices and to set profit margins 
that they can enforce. They find labor 
unions assured minimum wages and with 
contracts that give them protection in 
the pricing of their labor. 

In past years, farmers felt that they 
were at a disadvantage by having to sell 
their products in a “free” market where 
supply and demand determined price, 
while other groups dealt in a protected“ 
market. So the farmers demanded pro- 
tection, too. Congress has gone along 
with them in trying to devise ways to 
assure them a percentage of parity when 
they sell their products. 

Are all farm prices now. at or above 
parity? 

No, they’re not. Potatoes, for instance, 
are selling at only 59 per cent of parity. 


They could almost double in price before 
a ceiling could be put into effect. Eggs 
are selling at 90 per cent of parity, chick- 
ens at 88 per cent, and oranges at 52 per 
cent. Milk at wholesale is at 96 per cent 
of parity. But many other products are 
above parity. 

For example, cotton was selling at more 
than 126 per cent of parity when dollars- 
and-cents price ceilings were put on it, 
holding the price at 125 per cent of parity. 
Hogs are sélling at 105 per cent of parity 
and beef cattle are 149 per cent. The 
Government thus could put on and enforce 
ceilings now in the cases of hogs and 
beef cattle. Other items now selling 
above parity include lambs, veal calves, 
sheep, wool, rice and some tobaccos. 


Can controls be used to fix prices below 
parity? 

No. Under present law, price ceilings 
of farm products cannot be: below parity. 
Ag a rule, ceilings do not apply to farm 
commodities sold at the farm level. 
Where these products dre processed, the 
ceilings for processors must be high 


enough to assure parity prices to farmers. . 


These requirements restrict the Office of 
Price Stabilization in holding down the 
prices of many foods and other farm 
commodities; 

If prices are below parity, does the Gov- 
ernment do anything? . 
Tes, in many cases, farmers are sup- 
posed to get price-support help when 
prices of their products fall below cer- 
tain percentages of parity. This level in 
many cases is 80 per cent of parity, but 
sometimes it is less. It was tnder this 
program that the Government bought po- 
tatoes in huge quantities. It also acquired 
large supplies of butter and eggs. 

Is parity, as now defined, fair to every- 
body? 

There is a big argument over that.

THIS IS IN the nature of an appeal to book 
publishers not to send me free, no strings at“ 
tached (save for two clippings of my review and, 
usually, 11 cents postage due), their books on how 
to sleep. 

I make this request for several reasons, one 
being that I must have some ability to sleep, else 
I wouldn’t be here. I defy any. sandman author 
to name me a fellow who has lived 44 consecutive 
years, as I have, without having mastered the 
principles, at least, of sleep.
